The persistency with which certain 
journals decry the Bute and uphold the 
alleged superior advantages of the 
Burrard Inlet route for the Pacific 
Railway, in the teeth, as it would 
seem, of both Imperial and Dominion 
necessities, would almost ' lead to the 
belief that personal interests have been 
created since the adoption by the late 
Government of the latter route, and 
that those interests override, in some 
quarters, considerations of patriotism 
and public duty. The selection of a 
route to the Pacific ought not to be re- 
garded as other than a purely national 
concern. Party Um bhould not figure 
in discussions involving, not only im- 
mense responsibilities, but expenditures 
which must hang round the neck of the 
country for generations. The Globe, 
which has proved itself a steady cham- 
pion of the Burrard Inlet ronte, on the 
score, mainly, of economy, has totally 
set aside the recommendations of Ad- 
miral Dellorsoy, and also the now un- 
doubted fact that the route surveyed 
by Mr. Marcus Smith is calculated to 
open up the entire Fertile Belt, while 
the more Southern route adopted by 
the late Government on the acquies- 
cence rather than on the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Saudford Fleming 
would open up a tract of terri- 
tory comparatively sterile. If it bo 
true that the latest result of Mr. 
Smith's calculations goes to show that 
tho Pine River route, instead of cost- 
ing twenty millions more, as stated by 
the Globe, car really be built for ten 
millions less than the estimated cost of 
the Southern route, and if, as seems 
daily more likely, the Hudson's Straits 
and Bay route can be made available 
for the shipment of grain and cattle 
from the Saskatchewan and Peace 
River Valleys to English markets,. then 
wo think any Government would bo 
abundantly justified in choosing tho 
Pine River route as the nearest with 
which to connect Port Nelson with the 
interior, even apart from the strategic 
considerations which induced the Ad- 
miral of tho Pacific Station to recom- 
mend Bute Inlet as the British Colum- 
bia mainland terminus. In the mean- 
time it 1 is understood the Government 
has not come to any decision as to tho 
route to be adopted, but it is said that 
a proposition will bo made early- in 
the Session to carry out the sugges- 
tion of the Deputy Minister of the In- 
terior in the direction of testing the 
length of the, season and tho character 
of the navigation in Hudson's Bay and 
Straits, by despatching, during the 
ensuing spring a properly-equipped and 
commanded steamer for that purpose. 
And it will not be suprising if the Gov- 
ernment defers the final selection of 
the Railway route until tho practicabil- 
ity, or otherwise, of the ocean route is 
satisfactorily established, inasmuch as 
it must be obvious to the most ordinary 
observer that, upon the opening up of 
a cheap ocean route for the cereals of 
tho Canadian, North-West depends tho 
importance of that territory as an in- 
tegral part of the Confederation. The 
granary of the continent will be the 
one most easily accessible to sea-going 
ships, and, to all appearance, it lies 
within the Canadian Dominion. — Otta- 
wa Free Press.

Ottawa, Jan. 20.— Tho Globe has a 
"telegraphic" paragraph in winch there 
aro several inaccuracies of a serious char- 
acter. First, it is said the Government 
ia to blame for an alleged third postpone- 
ment of tenders for tho Canadian Pacific, 
British Columbia section, which were to 
have been rendered on February 12th. 
The fact is that the postponement, if any 
shall bo deemed necessary, will be entire- 
ly owing to tho fact that up to tho time 
for receiving tenders the Department of 
Public Works will not have been enabled 
to obtain the necessary information on 
which to base perfect specifications. Ev- 
ery effort has been made by th« present 
Government since it came into power to 
obtain the fullest information, but owing 
to previous neglect, the responsibility fur 
which a previous Minister must bear, that 
information has not been available. Sec- 
ond, the Globe, states that the specifica- 
tions for the Burrard Inlet route woro 
roady some time ago. The fact is that 
the specifications for tho Burrard Inlet 
route aro not ready yet. Third, the Globe 
states that tho preparation of specifica- 
tions for tho Bute Inlet route is the cause 
of tho dolay alleged. Tho fact is that 
thero is no necessity for preparation of 
specifications for that route, the tenders 
not having been advertised fur. If bus- 
iness men should happen to depend on 
the Globe for their information in regard 
to contracts or tariffs, they will find them- 
selves terribly deluded. — Toronto Mail.

Cape Town via St. Vixcest, Jan. 
30. — On the 21st inst. a British column, 
consisting of a portion of the 24th regi- 
ment, a battery of artillery and COO 
native auxiliaries, were utterly anni- 
hilated near Tuquela river by 20,000 
Zulus, who captured a valuable convoy 
of 102 wagons, 1.000 oxen, two can- 
non, 400 shot and shell, 1,000 rifles, 
25,000 rounds of ammunition, G0,000 
pounds weight of provisions, and the 
colors of the 24th regiment. It is esti- 
mated that 5,000 Zulus were killed 
and wounded in the battle. Among 
the killed on the British side arc two 
majors, four captains,' twelve lieuten- 
ants and a quartermaster of the 24th 
regiment; two captains of tho royal 
artillery; a colonel, captain, four lieu- 
tenants, sergeant and major engineers, 
besides twenty other British officers 
commanding native levies. Scvon at- 
tacks, subsequently made by the Zulus, 
have been repulsed, and the colony is 
now somewhat recovering from tho 
utter consternation which at first pre- 
vailed. Natal, however, is in groat 
clanger, and disturbances are feared in 
Pongland. Lord Chelmsford, com- 
mander of tho expedition, has been 
forced to retire in consequence of the 
defeat. It is estimated that 500 sol- 
diers were killed, besides the officers 
enumerated above. Governor Sir 
Bartle Frcro has sent appeals to Eng- 
land for reinforcements. The 111a. 1 
steamer for England was dispatched a 
clay earlier than usual with a request 
for six regiments of infantry and a 
brigade of cavalry. 

London-, Feb. 11. — Details of the 
disaster to the British force in South 
Africa show that the guns wore spiked 
before they were captured. 

London, Fob. 11.— Lord Chelms- 
ford, commander of the Zulu land ex- 
pedition, sets down the British loss at 
thirty officers and about five hundred 
non-commissioned officers, rank and 
tile of the imperial troops, and seventy 
non-commissioned officers, rank and 
fdo of the colonial troops. A court of 
inquiry has been ordered to collect evi- 
dence regarding tho affair. It wouid 
seem that the troops were enticed from 
their camp, as the action took place 
about a mile and a quarter outside of 
it, 

London, Feb. 11. — Tho following is 
the full strength of the British column, 
a part of which was attacked by the 
Zulus: 

No. 3 column, headquarters at jllolp 
Makaar, near Rorke's drift, command- 
ant, Col. Glyn, \*t battalion of the 
24th regiment, artillery N battery; 5th 
brigade, royal artillery, with 7-pounder 
gun; infantry, seven companies of the 
I 1st battallion of the 24th regiment; and 
I the 2d battalion of the 14th regiment, 
! under Lieut.-Col. DaGacher; national 
mounted police and volunteers; nation- 
al carbineers; Buffalo border guard; 
Newcastle mounted rifles; all mounted 
and averaging 40 men each; and a na- 
tive contingent of 1,000 men under the 
commandant of Lonsdale, late of the 
74th Highlanders. 

The following communication has 
been received .at tho war office from 
Lord Chelmsford: 

"I regret to report a very disastrous 
engagement, on the 22d of January, be- 
tween the Zulus and a portion of No. 3 
column which was left to guard the camp. 
About 10 miles in front of Rorkes drift 
tho Zulus came clown in overwhelming 
numbers, and in spito of a gallant resist- 
ance by five companies, the 1st battalion 
of tho 24th regiment, one company of the 
2d battalion of the 24th regiment, two 
guns, two rocket tubes, 104 mounted mon, 
and about S00 natives, "they overwhelmed 
them, and tho camp containing all tho 
surplus ammunition and transport of No. 
3 column was taken, and but few of its 
defenders escaped. Our loss, I fear, 
must bo set down at ISO officers and about 
500 non-commissioned officers, rank and 
file of tho Imperial troops, and 70 non- 
commissioned officers, rank and file of tho 
colonial troops. " 

A court of inquiry has been ordered 
to assemble and to collect evidence re- 
garding this unfortunate affair which 
will be forwarded to you as soon as re- 
ceived. Full particulars as far as can be 
obtained have been sent in my dispatch 
which will reach you by next boat. 

It would seem that tho troops were 
enticed away from their camp, as the 
action took place about a milo and a 
quarter outside of it. Tho remainder 
of Col. Glyn's column rooccupied the 
camp after dark the same night, having 
been with me twelve miles away all 
day. On tho following morning wo ar- 
rived at Rorke's drift, which for twelve 
hours had been attacked by from 
3,000 to 4,000 Zulus. Its defence by 
some 800. men of the 24th regiment 
was most gallant, 370 bodies lay close 
around the post. I compute the Zulus' 
loss at 1,000 hero alone. At camp 
where tho disaster occurred, the loss 
of the enemy is conputrd at over 
2,000. Col. Pearson, commanding No. I 
1 column, lias boon attacked, but hero- j 
pulsed the Zulus. ' 

London, Feb. 11. — A summons w; , 
issued this morning for a cabinet coun- 
cil to be held at 2 thisafternoonto delib- 
erate on the reverses to British troops 
in Zulu land. Official telegrams an- 
nouncing the defeat were, received at 
the colonial office at 12.30 this morn- 
ing. They substantially confirm the 
details already given. News of the de- 
feat has caused a sensation throughout 



Zulus are even more formidable than 
our military authorities expected them 
to be. We now know too well how 
large a force they can mass at one 
point. Sad as the loss of our own 
troops is, still graver is the peril which 
must arise with defeat: The Zulus 
will be emboldened and the colonists be 
exposed to fresh and formidable dan- 
gers. In these circumstances the duty 
of the government cannot admit of the 
slightest doubt, and it is to send ample 
reinforcements to the Cape without 
needless delay of a single hour. 

London, February 11. — Tho cabinet 
council to-day decided to send six bat- 
talions of infantry, two regiments of 
cavalry, two batteries of artillery, a 
company of engineers, three companies 
of army service corps, and a company 
of army hospital corps, to veinforco 
Lord Chelmsford. 



DELAYEDJISPATGHES. 

AFGHANISTAN. 

Calcutta, Feb. G. — Mahomed Khan 
son of Whall Mahomed, has been im- 
prisoned by Yakoob Khan. Property 
at Cabul belonging to Sirdars now at 
Jel lalabad has boon plundered by Yakoob 
Khan's orders. Snow is falling heavily 
in Sufeid, Koh and Ghilzai passes. 

London, Feb. G. — Tho Viceroy of 
India telegraphs: Yakoob Khan has 
ceased shelling Kizilbosh, a portion of 
Cabul, because of threats of a general 
uprising. 

New York, Fob. 9.— Tho Herald's 
Taskend, Turkestan, special says: At 8 
o'clock last night General Kaufl'man 
received a telegram from the Governor 
of Samaractina, dated yesterday four- 
noon, announcing the arrival of a let- 
ter from General Rasgonoff informing 
him of his departure from Mazar-1- 
Sharif, with tv^o officers, a surgeon, 
and interpreter, remained at Taskour- 
gan with Shore Ali. The Ameer is 
sick ami has abandoned his journey to 
Tashkend, sending in his place four 
Embassadors.. General Rasgonoff will 
arrive at Tashkend on tho 20th. 

His letter will reach Governor-Gen- 
eral Kauilman to-morrow evening. Its 
substance is to tho effect that Yakoob 
Khan continues to send daily reports 
to the Ameer regarding the state of 
affairs at Cabul and that the English, 
although they aro distributing their 
gold lavishly, are advancing with dis- 
trust, because of tho conduct of the 
mountaineers. Tho people of the Hill 
tribes readily take money ofiered them 
by the invaders, but loso no opportunity 
of pillaging British convoys. General 
Rasganoff who is quitting Afghanis- 
tan with a nephew of Shere Ali, two 
Embassadors and the Vizier, crossed 
A more Daria on the 3d instant, 

London, Feb. 9.— A dispatch from 
Hazapir says: Wall Mahomed's pres- 
enceat J ellalabad is necessary because of 
negotiations pending between the Gov- 
ernment and Yakoob Khan.

.'force, Your .coiinnitteo having no informa- 
tion respecting tlio changes about to bo 
made, arc unable to submit to your honor- 
able Houso any scheme for the modifica- 
tion of tho general tariff of tho Dominion 
suitable to tho requirements of British 
Columbia. But your committee, bearing 
in mind that until this Province has direct 
railway communication with the Eastern 
Provinces of the Dominion, it is almost 
impossible that a tariff adapted to the 
wants of those Provinces could suit tho 
commercial and industrial necessities of 
British Columbia, recommend that a com- 
munication should be ajdicsaed at once, 
through tho proper channel, asking the 
Dominion Government if the proposition 
that British Columbia shall have a special 
tariff until railway communication is com- 
pleted will bo entertained by tho Do- 
minion Government.

Mr. Drunnnond moved that a Select 
Committee be appointed to enquire- into 
and report upon the present mode of 
selecting and enipannoling Grand and 
Petit Jurors, with power to call for 
persons, books and papers; .such com- 
mittee to consist of Messrs. Abrams, 
Drummond, Pimbury, Galbraith and Ben- 
nett. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said the hon, gentle- 
man could not have moved ;v more im- 
portant resolution. The subject of re- 
modeling tho jury system had received 
serious attention of the Government dur- 
ing tho session, but on account of the 
great expense in printing and the serious- 
ness of the case that had not yet prepared 
a bill to. remedy the evil. He thought tho 
system at present in use in Canada would 
well in this Province, for then there would 
be 



the charges were truo he ought not to bo 
■ -walking the streets of Victoria a free man; 
if not true his innocence should bo made 
clear, imputations removed from his 
character and the authors of tho charges 
brought to justice. It would be coward- 
ly in the oxtremo to bring charges against 
any officer, or any man, under cover of 
the privileges of Parliament, and then do- 
ny him tho right to bo heard in his own 
defence. Ho therefore felt that tho 
Houso would unanimously pass tho reso- 
lution and that it would not bo necessary 
for him to occupy the thr.o further upon 
tho subject thon. 

Hon. Mr. Walkcm said ho was surprised 
at what tho hon. gentleman had said about 
justice for who did not rccolloct that tho 
Opposition of that time had asked tho 
Elliott Government to render justice to 
that gentleman, but no, they would not; 
and now after three years they coino for- 
ward and ask for what they refused to 
give, namely, justice. Ho had no idea 
of objecting to the resolution, for ho sym- 
pathized with tho gentleman who for 
three years had been under so dark a 
cloud. Ho would at tho same timo liko 
to know what had become of the import- 
ant documents relating to this charge for 
tho post-master was willing to swear that 
tho letter containing the original docu- 
ments had been posted at Spokane, but 
what had become of this lettcri Tho 
leader of tho late Government had stated 
that ho never received them and that no 
lawyer would tako a caso when his evi- 
dence consisted of copies of documents 
and not being able to prove that there 
had ever boon any original. He (Mr. 
Walkcm) as a lawyer was bound to agree 
with tho lato Premier in that. The mo- 
tion itsolf is incorrect and useless for it 
does not sot forth any grounds on which 
a committee may work, and again it would 
in his opinion bo useless because the 
committee or tho Houso have no power to 
tako evidence under oath, and he consid- 
ered that in view of tho serious charges 
all evidence should be on oath. Suppos- 
ing that the committee could do so they 
are to examine into serious charges; but 
what aro these charges/ He had himself 
taken somo action in this matter last Sep- 
tember to send up a judgo to Kootcnay, 
but had been unable to carry it out on ac- 
count of the want of funds." The Elliott 
Government ho considered had been crim- 
inally at fault in not enquiring into this 
when they were in power and had plenty 
of money in the treasury. If tho com- 
mittee is to be appointed lie thought it 
should be ballotted for. 

Mr. Williams thought this was meioly 
an attompt to involve (ho Government in 
further expenditure, and thought tho 
Houso should refuse to appoint a commit- 
tee or anything else. 

Mr. Gallagher said ho did not consider 
it would cost much to send a County 
Court Judge to Kootcnay. Ho cortainly 
thought tho matter should bo investigat- 
ed. 

Mr. Ycrnon said, this resolution had 
not been brought up with any party feel- 
ing, but purely in the interest of justice. 
The leader of tho Government had recog- 
nized this when ho said it was no politi- 
cal question, but onoof character. The lion. 
Mr. Galbraith had risen in a very excited 
manner, two sessions ago, and certainly 
laid charges against tho lato Gold Com- 
missioner, but what these wero ho could 
not distinctly recollect at tho present 
moniont, He believed it had something 
to do with a voucher and some small sum 
of school tax collected, Whatever the 
charges were he thought they should be 
enquired into. 

Dr. Ash said ho knew very littlo about 
Kootcnay, except that it returned two 
members to 20 voters one of which is dis- 
qualified; the two members arc voters. 
Ho also believed it was a place where an 



That gentleman (Mr. Ash) two sessions 
ago had supported tho two Kootenay 
members, but now for somo reason best 
known to himself ho had deserted them. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho had no 
objection to tho formation of a committee, 
as ho considered an investigation should 
have long iero this been held on this mat- 
ter. If any charges had been made they 
were made to the Elliott Government, who 
had never made tho slightest attempt to 
investigate the matter. They had acted 
in the grossest manner by withholding 
justico to one to whom justice was duo. 
Ho thought the Houso and tho country at 
large woidd see that this matter was 
brought forward out of party spirit and 
hon gentlemen had boasted outsido tho 
House that they intended to turn tho 
Government out on this question. 

Mr. Smitho said he must most em- 
phatically deny that ho had ever made 
any such silly boast, or spoken of this 
matter outsido tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that was all 
very woll. He would tako tho hon. gen- 
tleman's words for what they wore worth 
and he must say ho did not think they 
wero worth much. 

Mr. Smitho called on tho hon. gentle- 
man to retract what ho had said. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said he had not 
spoken of the leader of tho Opposition, 
but had said that "They had boasted." 

Messrs. Smitho and Vernon — Who are 
they? 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — That's my busi- 
ness, not yours. The Government would 
do all they could to afford justico to the 
late Gold Commissioner. Ho would sup- 
port tho amendment in that it would givo 
tho committee greater scope for enquiry. 

Mr. Vernon said that the remarks that 
had fallen from the last speaker wero lu- 
dicrous in tho extreme. After declaiming 
violently against the Opposition ho had 
sat down with a closing remark "that he 
-trusted ho had convinced tho Houso" 
when a great portion of his speech was 
merely a repetition of what his colk-aguo, 
the Minister of Finance had delivered in 
a very much better manner some fif- 
teen moments previously. Tho Provincial 
Secretary had worked himself into a fever 
heat, or rather into an assumed irritation 
as if he looked upon every member on 
this side of tho House as his natural ono- 
my. He seemed to regard every gentlo- 
man not supporting him with the greatest 
suspicion, and it was a well known fact 
that tho most suspicious persons wero in- 
variably tho most ignorant. Ho had loud- 
ly and excitedly attributed nil kinds of 
motives to tho hon member for Cowichan 
and himself; but vituperation was not ar- 
gument nor voluability eloquence. The 
charge made by tho Provincial Secretary 
with respect to hon. members boasting 
that this motion was brought about to de- 
feat tho Government was incorrect. Ho 
could answer for himself that fco had ne- 
ver spoken to a single person upon the 
question. Charges had been mado by 
one of tho members for Kootenay against 
Mr. Bocth and as a simple act of justice 
these charges should bo enquired into and 
either substantiated or refuted. 

Mr. Wilson — It would bo an injudicious 
expenditure of public money to have any 
committee appointed to inquire into tho 
nature of tho charges, but lie would movo 
that a committee selected by ballot 
bo appointed. Ho did not think it was 
the duty of the House to make enquiry, 
but tho duty of the Government. 

Mr. Heaven withdrew his amendment. 
Mr. Asli knew little of Kootenay, but 
ho remembered that a good deal had been 
said in the House about Mr, Booth, who 
was now in the city and had a right to bo 
board in his own defense. Tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works says I 
havo deserted them. Ho doos not say 
they have deserted mo; and speaking of 



tho House to consider tho question of 
constitutionality. 

Mr. Smithe said the fact that the bill 
was a copy of an Act passed last year in 
Ontario was no argument against his view 
of the case. It was well-known that in 
Ontaria tho local Legislature was always 
passing Acts beyond their jurisdiction, 
constantly striving to gain something 
which was not theirs. As ovidenco of 
that ho had but to call attention to tho 
many Acts of tho Ontario Houso which 
had every year to be disallowed at Otta- 
wa. He believed he was correct in say- 
ing that last session no less than thirteen 
Acts iiad beon passed there which wero 
afterwards disallowed. As for tho mem- 
ber for Comox saying it was not tho pro- 
vince of members to enquire into tho con- 
stitutionality of measures, ho would call 
that gentleman's attention to tho fact that 
last session he took stronger grounds 
against tho Chinese Tax Act on tho ques- 
tion of its unconstitutionality than any 
other member in tho House. Ho (Mr. 
S.) thought it was a duty to enquire into 
such matters. Ho would givo placo to no 
man in demanding from tho Dominion 
every right and privilege to which tho 
Houso was entitled, but ho wanted to bo 
sure of his ground, to know that ho was 
right and thon surrender. He could not, 
however, see that they should claim rights 
which did not belong to them. In such 
caso discretion was tho better part of 
valor and as soon as tho Houso discovers 
itself wrong in tho assumption of a right 
that did not belong to it, it should rotiro 
gracefully from tho position. The ques- 
tion of constitutionality could be raised 
at any stago of the bill and if woll taken 
tho bill could bo withdrawn. Ho had 
mado his objection and would now offer 
no further ohstaclo to tho passage of tho 
Act. 

The Bill was then road a third time and 
passed. 

The Houso adjourned until 2 o'clock 
Friday.

From the East Coast.— The steamer 
Maude arrived at 4:30 p.m. yesterday 
from Nanaimo after an extremely rough 
trip.

A system of steam fog signals has been 
introduced by Capt. Samuels, Superin- 
tendent of tho Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, who claims that its uso will in- 
sure greater safety to all steam and sailing 
vessels during fogs and thick weather. 
Two sounds aro used, a short ono of two 
seconds, or while one, two, are slowly 
counted, and a long one of four seconds 
duration, or while ono, two, three, four, 
aro slowly counted. Any instrument 
capablo of emitting sounds' may bo em- 
ployed. The exact duration as to seconds 
of timo is not strictly required, but tho 
relative duration of tho two sounds must 
bo Nidhered to, the long sound being 
twico that of the short sound, in order to 
avoid tho danger of confusing them. A 
group of sounds means tboso which aro 
necessary to mako a complete signal. In- 
tervals between sounds of tho same group 
must equal the duration of a short sound. 
Intervals botween groups must not bo 
less than tho duration of the long sound. 

Coroner's Inquest. — Hon. A. F. Pom- 
barton held an inquest over tho remains 
of tho lato Robert Ker, yesterday. Dr. 
Davio deposed that tho fingers of deceased 
wero cut and the nails broken ; that tho 
knees wero bruised as if by scrambling.
